m ake the league the most effective 
medium for the improvement of the 
conditions of the cities of the state. 
This committee could aid the cities 
in presenting m atters to the public 
utility commission in 
the following 
m anner, to-wit: 
First, That your committee confer 
with the public utility commission as 
to the manner in which they prefer 
or rule that all complaints should 
be brought to their attention. 
Second, That your committee, upon 
request, advise any city in the state, 
whether or not said city is a member 
of this league, as to the form and 
m anner in which the public utility 
commission 
Tules 
all 
complaints 
should be submitted, and 
upon re ­ 
quest, to further advise said cities 
as to how to proceed in older to get j 
redress. 
Third, That your committee, upon 
lequesr from any city, explain any 
section of the public utility bill. 
Fourth, That, in 
order for your 
committee to successfully follow and 
carry out the above recommentk- 
lions, it will he necessary 
for 
tile 
league to provide means to cover the 
necessary expenses entailed or in­ 
curred or to empower your committee 
to raise such funds. 
W e recommend

Paris, April 26.—French army posts 


on the German frontier have been 
provided with powerful searchlights 


that sweep the heavens at irregular 
intervals throughout the night on the 
lookout for alien dirigibles. 
This is

watchfulness with which the French 
are guarding the German line. espe­ 
cially since the landing of the Zeppe­ 
lin at Laneville a week or so ago. 
To test the vigilance of the look­ 
out, French airships 
cruise 
unan­ 
nounced along the 242-mile border 
aud woe to the luckless picket who 
fails to detect their presence. 
All 
roads leading near the frontier are 
guarded as never before. 
The way* 
j farer near the German line encoun- 
I ters frequent patrols wlfo observe 
sharply, but do not challenge. Among 
officers of the French armv a favor- 
ite topic for discussion and concern 
is the possible start of twenty-four 
hours the Germans might get in the 
case of war. 
The fate of the French 
nation, they say, might depend upon 
the prompt intelligence 
of 
a 
ser­ 
geant’s patrol. 
The wires leading from the frontier 
to Paris were alive with the alarm 
when the Zeppelin crossed the bor­ 
der and descended at Laneville. In­ 
telligence officers at the Nancy head 
quarters 
received 
from 
watchers 
along the frontier 
four 
telephone 
calls telling of the passage of the 
aircraft. 
The posts on all that part 
of the line were astir with alaim and 
doubt; a thousand field glasses swept 
the haze and fog of the heavens for a 
glimpse of the unwelcome visitor. 
At Paris, the wajr ministry was 
promptly notified by telephone.
